SAIGON 
fA P) — The Viet 
Cong announced today that its 
forces would observe Christmas 
and New Year’s truces of three 
days each, two days longer than 
those proclaimed Thursday by 
the Saigon government. 


The Viet Cong radio said the 
Christmas truce would start at I 
a m. Dec. 24, 12 noon Dec. 23 
EST, and end at I a.m. Dec. 27. 
It said the New Year’s truce 
would run from I a.m. Dec. 30 
to t a.m. Jan. 2. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
proclaimed 24-hour cease-fires 
to start at 6 p.m. Christmas Eve 
and 6 p.m. New Year’s Eve. 
The U.S. Command said Ameri­ 
can forces would join in the 
truce proclaimed by Thieu. 
The U.S. Command said toda> 
it had received reports for the 
first time in the war that North 
Vietnamese army officers exe­ 
cuted at least a dozen of their 
soldiers who tried to desert.

armed guards to prevent deser­ 
tions were reported accompany­ 
ing North Vietnamese units in­ 
filtrating into the South. Deser­

The recommendations for economic develop­ 
ment of the Upper Peninsula submitted to Gov. 
William Milliken this week by Richard E. Whit­ 
tier. director of the Michigan Department of 
Commerce, are not likely to bring immediate 
boom to the U. P., but they do appear to offer 
some long-range possibilities. 
Whit mer traveled for six days in the Up­ 
per Peninsula in September, stopping at IO cities 
to talk with area leaders on what might be done 
to help the area. As such, the 10-point program 
unveiled in Lansing doesn’t really break much 
new ground, but coming from the head of the 
Commerce Department at the request of the 
governor the plan may swing a little more weight 
than the voices from the U. P. have been able 
to do. 
Milliken said he is “giving immediate and 
serious consideration to the report’s recommen­ 
dations to be followed by early action to imple­ 
ment the recommendations adopted.”

Whitmer based his program on “two major 
opportunities to increase U. P. employment and 
regenerate the economy . . . A, stimulating fur­ 
ther development of raw material production 
from the remaining natural resources . . . and, 
B, encouraging the industrialization of the U. P.” 
He said stimulating raw material produc­ 
tion could be helped by the state by “doing things 
to improve the environment of the U. P. and to 
help make such production economic and com­ 
petitive. We have detailed specific recommenda­ 
tions concerning highways, education, taxation 
and consolidation of local governmental units 
which would help accomplish this.” 
To encourage industrialization, he made 
recommendations “concerning financial resour­ 
ces, highways and education . . .” 
“Other recommendations,” Whitmer added, 
“relate to tourism, special problem areas and 
•tate representation in the U. P.”

Outside of Whitmer's 10th point in the pro­ 
gram — asking the governor to appoint a special 
assistant for Upper Peninsula affairs who would 
live and work in the U. P. — and his own ac­ 
tion ordering commerce department officials 
sending teams of officials into the area “at least 
once every quarter,” the program will take time 
to develop. 
It is one thing to suggest improvements, 
but another to get them. Some of the points in­ 
volve additional study, Legislative and possibly 
Constitutional action, and obtaining money. The 
plan is punctuated with phrases like “press for 
support,” “develop a program,” “recommend to 
the Legislature that it appropriate . . .” 
It is also difficult to see any immediate ac­ 
tion on such items as requesting the Department 
of Education “to establish a vocational educa­ 
tion program to serve the needs of the Upper 
Peninsula.” Educators have been working and 
talking about this for years without any concen­ 
sus and the addition of Whitmer’s voice to the 
concern, while welcome, can hardly be expected 
to produce specific results overnight.

On a long-range basis — assuming that 
Whitmer’s suggestions would promote the econ­ 
omic development of the U. P. as they are de­ 
signed to do — there could be great benefits for 
the area and in some instances, like removing 
the interest ceiling on municipal bond interest, 
for the entire state. 
There is no question that highway develop­ 
ment is a great need for the area, that some 
municipalities might better serve their people 
by consolidating services, that with more state 
money on deposit U. P. banks might take a more 
active role in financing capital improvement 
projects and that a Commerce Department office 
located in the U. P. would assist the area. 
But even if everything in Whitmer’s sug­ 
gestions were accomplished before the end of the 
year — an impossibility — it might be five, IO 
or even 20 years before the total benefit mater­ 
ialized. The people t hould realize that even in 
“action” programs, the wheels of government 
turn slowly.

Radical Latin Harvest 


President Nixon is reaping the harvest of 
radicalism sown in Latin America under the Al­ 
liance for Progress, which was the brainchild of 
John F. Kennedy. 
One of the primary objectives of the all­ 
iance under the Kennedy and, to a lesser extent, 
Johnson administrations was to “reform” the 
governments south of the border. The White 
House demanded certain social and economic 
changes before it would provide alliance funds. 
The consequence was that the United was 
in the position of financially encouraging revo­ 
lutions in Latin America. The resulting tendency 
has been toward more radical regimes heavily 
oriented toward socialism because of American 
pressure to increase government involvement in 
the economy at the expense of free enterprise. 
The purpose in the radicalization was fo 
make the governments more responsive to the 
public needs, to make them more democratic and 
to uplife the masses, but the result has been to 
make them more Marxist, demagogic and anti- 
American. Following doctrine laid down by Karl 
Marx. I/atin American countries have taken to 
nationalizing industry and expropriating Amer­ 
ican property without paving for it in order to 
divert public attention from the failures of 
government. 
Bolivia, for instance, has just grabbed the 
Gulf Oil Co. The Bolivian regime, in playing to 
radical sentiment, has made a habit in recent 
months of taking (stealing) U. S. property. 
Neither recourse left to the United States 
is satisfactory. To ignore the situation is to 
encourage it. To cut off economic aid nlavs into 
the hands of the radicals.

Illegal Use Of Foreign

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 
gress began working to curb 
the illegal use of secret foreign 
bank accounts, an attack based 
in part on a multimillion-dollsar 
swindle of the Navy—erne of the 
biggest 
fraud 
cases 
ever 
cracked by federal authorities. 
The case involved a S t Louis 
company and several ai its offi­ 
cers who defrauded the Navy on 
more than *47 million in con­ 
tracts* foi .ocke* launchers and 
tunneled more than $4 million in 
overcharges and kickbacks into 
secret Swiss bank accounts. 
In gaining evidence that led to 
a 30-count indictment, the Jus­ 
tice Department was a We—for 
the first time in history—to 
crack Swiss bank secrecy. 
Principal Defendants 
The principal defendants in­ 
cluded Francis N. Rosenbaum, 
a Washington lawyer with good 
social and political connections, 
and Andrew L. Stone, a irmltsi- 
millionare St. Louis business­ 
man. Both pleaded guilty to sev­ 
eral counts of the indictment. 
With 
the other defendants, 
they are due for sentencing here 
next month before U.S. Diet. 
Judge 
Oliver 
Gasch. 
Rosen­ 
baum and Stone each could be 
sentenced to 45 years in jail and 
fined $90,000. 
Legislation Set 
The House Banking Commit­

$340 Million In 
Urban Renewal 
Funds To Be Let 


WASHINGTON (AP' — Secre­ 
tary of Housing George Romney 
announced today he will free 
within the next three weeks 
some $340 million in special ur­ 
ban renewal money that had 
been under a controversial sev­ 
en-month freeze. 
Romney said 35 cities already 
participating in the Neighbor­ 
hood Development Program, a 
special effort to provide renewal 
funds cm a yearly basis rather 
than over many years, will re­ 
ceive $175 million in the current 
fiscal year. 
Cities which convert existing 
long-term renewal fund commit­ 
ments 
into 
short-range 
NDP 
money will receive an estimated 
$30 to $40 million, the secretary 
said. 
Some 45 of approximately 280 
cities that have indicated a de­ 
sire to participate in the NDP 
program for the first time will 
receive approximately $125 mil­ 
lion, Romney said. 
The NDP program was frozen 
by

administration 
April 30 because the demand 
threatened to go far beyond the 
supply of renewal money. 
Critics had feared the admin­ 
istration would limit the pro­ 
gram an an acreage basis or on 
the amount of money that could 
be spent on a particular project.

The concept of a big family 
kitchen came from our early 
colonial settlers and has re­ 
tained its popularity through­ 
out the years. When it is not 
embraced by architects, build­ 
ers and buyers, it is for reas­ 
ons of space and economy. 
In 
this 
attractive 
ranch, 
architect 
Lester 
Cohen 
has 
frankly sacrificed the size of 
other rooms in the house to 
provide a large, combined kit­ 
chen-family room that is the 
highlight of the interior design. 
Set at the rear of the home, 
the room has two sets of sliding 
glass doors leading to a patio, 
thus increasing t h e over-all 
size of the area for both fam­ 
ily and guests. 


Set in the center of the room 
is a core that offers, on one 
side, an oven, range and bar­ 
becue, and on the other, a hand­ 
some fireplace. With space for 
a dinette set and with an ad­ 
jacent dining room, both for­ 
mal and informal meals can 
be conveniently served as the 
occasion demands. Glass doors 
in the dining room open to a 
screened porch which is neat­ 
ly set behind the two-car gar­ 
age. The same room has glass 
doors to the rear patio. 
Although it was necessary to 
reduce the size of the living 
room to permit t h e sizable 
kitchen-family room, it never­ 
theless is a satisfactory 20’ by 
13’ 5” and fully suitable for 
formal 
entertaining.

Two in­ 
dustries with combined assets of 
nearly $250 billion—life insur­ 
ance and mutual funds—swiftly 
are 
resolving

The repercussions from this 
enormous merging of financial 
power haven’t been fully felt 
yet, but they soon wall be. Bet­ 
ter financial protection for con­ 
sumers might be one impact. 
And antitrust activity could well 
ensue if the mergers threaten to 
create too great a concentration 
of power. 
By the end of the third quar­ 
ter of this year, 153 mutual 
funds and 79 insurance compa­ 
nies. most of them life insurers, 
had in one way or another and 
to various degrees merged their 
operations. 
By the end of September, a 
study by Wiesenberger 
Finan­ 
cial Services shows, some $8 bil­ 
lion or 18 per cent of the total 
net assets of the mutual fund in­ 
dustry were 
in the insurance 
fold, and that the trend was con­ 
tinuing. 
Most 
of the 
initiative 
has 
come from the insurers, who 


have either purchased existing 
; mutual fund management com­ 
panies or have organized their 
town mutual funds from scratch. 
Some of these arrangements

He 
told police in a series of notes 
written upon scraps of paper 
that two persons, one he thought 
was a woman, woke into his 
home through the back door 
Monday night. 
The widower wrote that the 
thieves robbed him at pistol 
point, threw clothing over his 


head and struck him in the face 
with the pistol before gagging 
him and taping him to the bed 
with adhesive tape. 
The thieves took Brown’s pen­ 
sion check, about $15 in cash, 
and two savings account pass­ 
books. 
Then, they left the house with 
Brown still bound to his bed.
